ate. The new 2 per cent normal tax 
on incomes of more than $2,000 for 
married persons and $1,000 for single 
persons is in addition to the present 
law exempting incomes. of less than 
$3,000 for single persons and $4,000 for 
married persons. 


Thus, those between the new low ex- 


emption bases and the present exemp- 
tions will pay only the new 2 per cent 
tax, but single persons having an in- 
come of $3,000 or more and married 
persons whose income is $4,000 or more 
would pay the full 4 per cent normal 
tax. 


The senate income provision allow- 


ing an additional exemption of $200 for 
each dependent child to heads of fam- 
ilies subject to the present law was re- 
tained.

The squirrel rifle of the American 
backwoodsman was the original small 
bore. It was of .28 caliber or less and 
shét a long, light pointed bullet at high 
velocity. The Germans in producing the 
modern small bore simply put American 
amokeleas powder behind the American 
packwoodsman’s squirrel rie bullet 
idea and then made a remark similar to 
that of the well known Little Jack Hor- 
ner. It is thus with most German in- 
ventions.”’

Every small bore, light weight rifle 
is not suitable for squirrel shooting. 
True, a light rifle will kill a squirrel just 
as dead as a heavy one—if you bit him. 
Hitting a squirrel, however, with the 
ordinary light weight .22 is some feat. 
Grandad’s squirrel rifle was a_ long, 
heavy brute, and that is one of the rea- 
sons why he wasted so little powder, 
and since one does not cover such a 
great amount of territory in a day's 
squierel hunt, don't sacrifice holding 
ability for light weight in buying a rifle

The best squirrel rife we ever owned 
was a single shot, musket type of .22 
such as is used nowadays for prelimi- 
nary and indoor military rifle practice.

Questions and Answers. 

Q.—[1] My rose mallow grows to full 
size each year and becomes covered 
with buds which eventually drop off 
without blooming.

Answer—{1] It is a moisture loving 
plant; the condition is probably due to 
insufficient watering during periods of 
drought. [2] The papyrus is too heavy 
as it is; besides, the state of the roots 
indicates a need of dividing into several 
pots. The umbrella plants should be re- 
potted or divided. Both can be placed 
inside, close to windows, each pot in an 
outer bowl or all of a kind in a trough 
of sufficient size. The papyrus pots must 
stand in water reaching half way up; 
the umbrella planta, one-third way. In 
this way, no other watering will be 
necessary. Keep them in a temperature

If the hallway is in white enamel, the 
baluster, spindles, and risers of the 
steps are painted white, while the treads 
of the stairs and baluster railing are 
left natural.“ If a dark carpet is 
used on the stairs, the whole stairway, 
including the treads, is painted white. 
The carpet is allowed to gome to the 
bottom of the last riser, and a rug is 
drawn up to it on the floor helow. 

The floor and walls present their own 
problems that must be dealt with be- 
fore the question of furniture is touched. 
The large majority of city people live 
in rented houses-or apartments, and 
cannot choose the hall flooring they 
would like. To those who have a voice 
in the matter, it might be suggested to 


‘| break away from the usual conventional 


hardwood and to use instead floors of 
tile or concrete. These are vastly pref- 
erable to wood, as they are qualified 
to withstand, without showing wear, 
the repeated washings that passage- 
ways from the street need. Brick, con- 
erete, and stone are none the worse 
for good scrubbings. Large red quarry 
tiles are the best of all. 

The walls nearly always require treat- 
ment that lights them up—so seldom 
does o see a hall that is. sufficiently 
lighted. Painted paneled canvas 1; an 
ideal material, especially to use in con- 
junction with cecorated furniture. In- 
deed, it is good with any sort of fur- 
niture. The color that reflects the 
greatest amount of ht is buff, and 80. 
whether ‘paint, paper, or sand finish is 
to be used, this color should be inter- 
jected into it, either singly or combined 
with.other colors. The woodwork may 
be white or old ivory enamel. Two toned

In the matter of floor covering nothing 
is better than an oriental rug. It should 
not be hefty or unwieldy, but small 
and light enough 1 - the maid unaided 
to lift and carry it out of doors to 
sweep it. 

Could anything be uglier than the built 
in hat racks that still deck many of 
our hallways? It will often be found, 
however, that the- can be altered with 
facility and made to adapt themselves 
to new treatment. The first thing to 
do is to take off the hardware. The 
hooks are usually screwed on and are 
easily removed. The same is true of 
the umbrella holder, and the base is 
nearly always removable. Store these 
things carefully and replace then at 
the expiration of your lease. screw 
holes left in the wood should be coated 
with glue and filled with putty. After 
that the nicely stripped hatrack may 
be enameled to match the rest of the 
woodwork. 

The mirror which is a recognized part 
of the hatrack may be left as it is, 
and it will not be objectionable if an 
arrangement of furniture such as is 
shown in the accompanying sketch is 
used with it. Draw a little hall table, 
chest, or stand with drawers directly 
under it and place a chair at either side 
and the passé hall will be completely 
modernized. 

The furniture illustrated here is the 
manufacturers’ latest offering to cheerify 
the diminutive “reception hall.” It 
comes in light neutral tinted enamels, 
oyster green, gray, mauve, taupe, old 
blue, etc. The queer little Windsor chairs 
have wide seats that are shallow in 
depth, and the back splats are orna- 
mented with motifs in brilliant color. 
The motifs are repeated in the table 
flaps. Little electric candle shades are 
attractive. These are made of char- 
meuse gathered at the top under a bright 
silk pompon and tassel.

Any sort of “ wall furniture” is suit- 
able for halis.

One suspects that he did not have 
in mind the belief that mediocrity is 
the firmest foundation for permanent 
reputation in art; he is too honest and 
earnest a player for that.

| worthily tradition, an old play (which, 
produced in Milwaukee Thursday 
night) was dull, commonplace, and of 
no visible value either as drama or 
entertainment. 

“The Judge of Zalamea” (“Fl Al- 
calde de Zalamea ) is the title and the 
author, the Spanish Calderon, who 
wrought with such celerity in the sev- 
enteeth century that he left 220 plays 
to a dubious posterity of book-worms. 
He thrived in Spain’s most wretched 
epoch and his patron was the lugu- 
brious Philip IV., a royal third-rater 
of whom historians record that he 
laughed but three times in his life. 
He was a facile plagiarist, with a gift 
of gaudy rhetoric, and he fashioned 
his dramas with all the naive con- 
tempt for illusion that marked the 
dramatists of his time. Honor was 
most frequently his theme, and in 
excuse of his methods critics have 
narrated the fable of the ermine which 
rather than suffer its fur to be soiled 
resigns itself to its hunters,

From Mr. James Gibbon Huneker, 
who at Mr. Ditrichstein's suggestion 
has prepared a brochure on Calderon, 
it is learned that there are other opin- 
fons of “the Spanish Shakespeare.” 
Shelley read Calderon’s “ ideal dramas 
with inexpressible wonder and de 
light,” and Goethe, a dissimilar genius, 
was always moved to tears by the 
perusal of his works. James Russell 
Lowell undertook the American em- 
bassy to Spain that he might see a 
Calderon play acted, which was no 
more a sacrifice than that of Mr. 
Cohan, who went from New York to 
Milwaukee, similarly curious. “A true 
poet, indeed, if ever a man deserved the 
name,” wrote Schlegel of Calderon, 
“employing the noblest and most dell 
cate flowers to satisfy his taste.“ 
These critics might have been even 
more éulogistic had they seen Mr. 
Ditrichstein put life into a Calderon 
role, for it was a belief that the au- 
thor was least skillful in his drawing 
of character. f

Adding life and atmosphere to the 
exercises is Miss Betty Callish as a 
bold and dusky Amazon, a fleshly 
vivandierre to the army, which, by the 
way, is disturbingly veteran in ap- 
pearance. Mr. Gareth Hughes gus 
reticently as the judge’s son, and Mr. 
Walter Howe is royal enough as Philip 
II.

An inter-church efficiency congress in 


which churches of many denominations 
and all sections of the United States will 
be represented will be held in Pittsburgh, 
Pa., beginning tomorrow evening and 
closing Thursday evening. 

The congress was planned five years 
ago at the close of the men and religion 
movement with the purpose of exhibit- 
ing and analyzing the results of inter-, 
church feferations which were especially 
advocated in that movement. Fred B. 
Smith of New York, the chief organizer 
and promoter of the men and religion 
movement, is chairman of the Pittsburgh 
congress. 

Since the plans were made for the 
congress war has been declared by the 
United States with the result that a 
discussion of the duty and opportunities 
of inter-church work in connection with 
the probiems arising out of the war will 
be one of the principal oe the 
congress.

VENUS. 


HE brilliant white planet in the 

southwest at sunset this evening 

is Venus. It is the second planet 

in order from the sun. At times 
ä 
other celestial body, with the exception 
of the moon. Venus is now approaching, 
and early next spring, when nearest, it 
will be only 24,000,000 miles away, or 
about one-fourth the distance from the 
earth to the sun. | 

This planet is the twin sister of the 
earth, resembling our globe more closely 
than any other member of the solar sys- 
tem. The earth is 8,000 miles in diam- 
eter, while Venus is 7,700. If one from 
the earth could by some means be trans- 
ported to Venus, he would find a planet 
mot much different from his own. The 
most striking features of this new world 
“would be the oppressive heat and the 
heavy, steaming atmosphere. 

Venus refiects three-fourths of the light 
and heat which strikes it. This, together 
with the fact that there the sunshine 
is twice as bright as it is here, causes 
its unique brilliancy. 


As worlds go, Venus is plentifully sup- . 


plied with air, much more so, in fact, 
than the earth. There is more than two 
and one-third times as much air there 


as here. On earth we find little atmos- 


phere higher than fifteen miles: on Venus 
there is a noticeable quantity at forty 
miles or more. 

The presence of atmosphere at this 
height is detected when the planet passes 
— 


change the character of its sunlight. 


between us and the sun. Venus exhibits 
phases similar to those of the moon, and 
when nearest the earth is a thin hair 
line crescent. At such times the horns 
are seen to stretch around the dark side 
of the ball. Often they are tinged with 
shades of pink and copper, by the sunset 
light on Venus shining on the air of 
that planet; and by means of it we can 
measure the * of its gaseous 
envelope. 

The surface of Venus which is access- 
ible to telescopes is atmospheric, and is 
composed of clouds which are shifting 
much as those on earth. Because it is 
hard to observe a working outline, the 
finding of the length of its day is ren- 
dered very difficult, and nothing con- 
clusive has ever been accomplished. Col- 
ors are conspicuously lacking on Venus. 
The earth, as seen from space, would 
be a wonderful maze of green, blue, 
white, red, pink, and brown, but nothing 
of this is seen on Venus, except the 
coppery sunset light.e The: reason is 
that the billowy clouds float as high as 
the air will support them, and the thin 
amount left above is not sufficient to

CATHOLIC exhibit of the differ- 
ent British schools of painting 
is the R. Hall McCermick exhib- 

‘it’ of pictures at the Art insti- 
tute, part of which I wrote of in some 

detail last Sunday. Some are little mas- 
ters of art” in comparison with the 
greatest, and some are masters of the 
world, but it is only by real familiarity 
with such men as Hogarth, Crome, 

Calicott, Lawrence. Turner, Con- 
stable, and Reynolds that their deauty 
is appreciated and any widespread and 
intelligent appreciation of their work is 

possible. 

Comparisons in art at the best are the 

most transient and unsatisfactory of 
pastimes. Rare indeed are those accepted 
masterpieces of the world that would 
provoke no opponent to question their 
Olympian superiority. The realistic 
school looks askance on the poetic and 
the pictures with the dramatic subjects 
are gazed on contemptuously by those 
who insist that technique spent on cer- 
tain aspects of nature is the only high 
art. 


— — 
This exhibit is particularly interesting 
and comprehensive in the varied periods 
and types of British painting which it 
covers. . 

There is Hogarth with his definite bias 
towards a realistic imitation of nature; 
Hogarth with whom English painting 
really started into fresh and independent 
life. This statement of course excludes 
the foreign artists who settled in Eng- 
land previous to his time, British enough 
all of them, to be considered in every 
resumé of thoroughly English painting. 

These earlier men of foreign birth are 
also in this McCormick collection. Sir 
Peter Lely’s “Duchess of Portsmouth,” 
one of the most mischievous, witching, 
adorable creatures ever put on canvas, is 
here, and so is Sir Godfrey Kneller's 
“Portrait of a Lady,” a blonde and 
haughty beauty whose golden hair crowns 
an oval face of unusual distinction. And 
into this same category would be in- 
cluded the “Portrait of a Woman” by 
Sir Anthony More.

And then there is work by Constable— 
for what collection of British masters 
would be complete without one picture 
at least by the originator of the move- 
ment which today controls much that 


typical of the great conservative forces 
back of Britain, experimenting much, 
daring much, and yet keeping well in 
touch with all that went before. An- 
tipodal to Constable, whose democratic 
and adventuresome temperament took 
him back to nature without a thought 
for what had been or for what might 
come, you ‘can see these two masters 
hanging one near the other. 

“Miss Baldwin,” by Reynolds, in a 
costume worn by her at a fancy dress 
ball given by George III., looks down 
at us after 200 years of silent life on 


the canvas. It is not hard to realize 


the reason for the eminence Reynolds 
has attained in British portraiture after 


| studying a few of his portraits, though 


here in this same exhibit we see a por- 


trait by Gainsborough which is not so 


far removed in excellence from the work 
of Reynolds. A Romney is hanging 
near a portrait of Lady Beauchamp.“

Give Vivid Word 
Pictures of War 


—1 feel that I am going to be full 
of quotations this week, for I haye 
received one or two thrilling let- 
ters and messages from the front and 
it seems to me it would be a rare mis- 
fortune if they should be lost in the or- 
Ginary cubbyhole of a private desk. 
Now that every woman in America and 
every nonfighting man feels that he and 
she, too, are in close personal touch 
with the tremendous issues at stake on 
this side of the world, messages and 
letters such as are occasionally received 
here are of more complete individual in- 
terest than ever they were before. 


This week I happen to have received 
from the front “somewhere in Flanders” 

a letter that brought me more vividly 
8 touch with the war than any war cor- 
respondent's descriptive hysterics, or the 
bald details which we receive daily from 
the headquarters of the British expedi- 
tionary force. It is from a subaltern in 
a machine gun company, and he writes 
as follows: 

As the poet gentiy gurgles. somewhere 
“out of the gates of bell comes 
ter. Let your ifagination picture, there- 
fore, a dirty Geoffrey qawling. with his 
knees scraping pebbles on the ground, into 
a shell ecraped chateau with what was left 
of them O. my dear, we did go through 
it. but the men were wonderful! It makes 
me cry when I think of what they did. One 
mass of heavies mowing our line for 
eight hours: accurately searching and blast 
ing our line; and not a man left his gun 
until it was blown from his hands. And 
that’s what a voluntary army can do! 

TI was very lucky: beyond being blown up 
and buried, and the sole torn from my boot 
with ground shrapnel. I was absolutely un- 
touched, and was fortunate enough to be 
able to keep with. my men until} we got re- 
lief. 

Here we are in rest for a few days, thank 
God! And the men are singing away cheeri- 
ly, as if nothing had happened. It makes 
me feel pretty small at times to see how 
happy they keep. I suppose the responsi- 
bility of those men's lives makes you wor- 
ried at times.

THE GERMAN DIPLOMATIC 
1 ARSENAL. 


From Washington comes the story, kept dark 
since April, that German agents attempted to drum 
up recruits for a rebellion in the Philippines by 
promising the natives all the white women they 
might want. } : 

It is not by arms alone that the imperial-German 
government intends to win this war. Its arsenal 
contains other weapons. Alongside the military 
war Germany wages a/political war and a psycho- 
logical war. The enemy must be weakened by 
mischief making. Cherchez la femme was once 
the maxim wherever trouble developed; today it 
is “ Cherchez les Boches.” 

Periodic peace offers (not intended to bring 
peace) are a form of mischief making. Just as 
frightfulness aims to undermine morale by making 
a continuance of the war seem unspeakably hor- 
rible, so peace offers aim to make a continuance 
ef the war seem unnecessary. They are psycho- 
logical weapons, wonderfully useful. Then, by, 
way of further undermining the enemy’s morale, 
there is a continual output of “sob stuff” from 
Germany. The Germans are starving. The Ger- 
mans are rioting. The Germans are on the verge 
of revolution. A form of camouflage, this masks 
the real strength of Germany and tempts the allies 
to underestimate the danger that besets them. 

Meanwhile the German arsenal affords weapons 
of a political order designed to break down the 
enemy’s solidarity at home and the enemy’s pres- 
tige and security abroad. In England’s case Ger- 
man intrigue fomented insurrections in India, 
Egypt, South Africa, and Ireland. In America’s 
case there were attempts to foment insurrections 
among the Filipinos and among the southern Ne- 
groes. We had labor difficulties in the United 
States, to say nothing of German-American diffi- 
culties. In South America—notably in Peru—a 
mind poisoning campaign was pushed, and is prob- 
ably still being pushed, to our great disadvantage.

No one can survey the German arsenal and 
classify its. weapons without admiring the thor- 
oughness of the job or without at the same time 
feeling a sense of personal degradation.

It 
was forced upon us by a situation that left no 
other course open. Nor do we intend to incur the 
accusation that we look with too unappreciative 
eyes upon the America of ante-bellum days. We 
should nat be so hopeful about the grand house- 
cleaning now in progress had we not a great and 


habitual esteem for the house. 
Even its worst defect, that of an inordinate 


pas- 


sion for money-making, has rescued civilization 
from bankruptcy and consequent defeat. The very 
Europeans who jeered our greed of gold have seen 
that gold interposed between them and irreparable 
disaster. And if American idealism has had a nar- 
row escape from destruction at the hands of ma- 
terialistic ambition, it has at least escaped. That, 
and not anger or self-seeking, is the mainspring 
of our energy in this war. Just as of old, we are 
fighting for principles. The war has given us 
back our America. If in the end it increases our 
wealth, it will at the same time have increased our 
ability to hold fast to principles. Unless we fail 
to grasp the profound significance of the crisis 
and read its moral, it will have taught us that

A speaker of British birth recently predicted 

that within ten years the Fourth of July would be 

an anachronism as a national holiday in the United 

States. His idea was that the reawakened friend- 

ship between the United States arid Great Britain 


tion having its roots in ancient causes of rancor. 

We think this indicates a superficial reading of 
history. So far from being an anachronism ten 
years hence, the Fourth of July might well become 
an occasion which the British could celebrate as 
well as ourselves. Great Britain has, as a matter 
of fact, to thank America and the American revo- 
lution for one of the greatest lessons in colonial 
government she ever received. It is conceivable 
that the British empire would never have attained 
its present world-wide dominion if it had not been 
for that lesson. . 

George III. may be regarded as the Wilhelm II. 
of his day. Haughty and arrogant, he believed in 
ruling possessions with an iron hand. His govern- 
ment had a Prussian conception of dominating sub- 
ject territory. But the American revolution opened 
England's eyes to the danger and injustice of this 
policy. The majority of British colonies today exer- 
cise self-government and have benefited by a liberal 
colonial policy. Without being closely bound to the 
motherland, they have nevertheless given her the 
greatest assistance in this war. 

It would of course be easy to exaggerate the in- 
fluence of the American revolution in bringing 
about this result, but it was a powerful influence 
in that direction, and enlightened Englishmen are 
the first to admit it. . |

secretary of state for India, the Rt. Hon. Edwin 
Samuel Montagu, younger brother of Lord Swayth- 
ling and an orthodox Jew. .

THE DOCTORS AND THE WAR. 


T is estimated that there are 150,000 
physicians in the country. There 
is no way of knowing how many of 
these are in ‘active practice, 

many are practicing to a limited ex- 
tent, and how many are out of practice. 
Assuming that all-of these are in active 
practice, there is one practicing physi- 
cian for every 666 inhabitants. 

I am informed by Dr. Franklin H. Mar- 
tin that 16,000 have volunteered for ser- 
vice and that of this number 10,500 had 
been accepted at the time the statement 
was made, Thus, We sée that more than 
10 per cent of the entire profession has 
volunteered. No other group of citizens 


| has done ‘anywhere near so well, in 
In addition to this num-. 


my. opinion. 
ber a large number, but how many no- 
body knows, have seen and are seeing 
service in other ways. 

Since 1914 a etrpam of physicians has 
flown constantly’ to Europe from the 
United States. American physicians 
have been with every army in the field, 
not even excepting the armies of the 
Balkan states. I know of one who went 
over to do work in the English hospitals. 
He paid his own way over and served 
without pay, bearing his own expenses 
until his savings were exhausted. He 
was the only support of an old mother, 
whom he had left in charge of a nurse, 
He came back to his practice and saved 


up until he has gotten another savings 


account. 

He is.ready to go back and again 
serve without pay, and on his own ex- 
pense, so long as his savings last. The 
16,000 does not count men who are in 
taeyservice of the Red Cross and others 
who are on missions of many kinds, both 
in this country and abroad. 

It is figured that an army needs seven 
physicians for each 1,000 men. There 
are four physicians with each regimental 
command of, say, 1,600 men. The physi- 
cians at base hospitals, evacuation hos- 
pitals, or ambulance train, and ambu- 
lances, at headquarters, and assigned to 
various special services brings the total 
equipment up to seven per 1,000. 

Figured on this basis, the number of 
physicians who have now volunteered 
is large enough to care for a national 
army of two and a quarter millions. 
The army, navy, and the old national 
guard have approximately their full 
quota of physicians. These are not in- 
cluded in the 16,000 volunteer physicians 
already alluded to. 

We see that the volunteer system in 
vogue in the medical profession has pro- 
duced enough physicians to care for 
more than twice the force now called 
for by the draft. As Dr. Martin puts it, 
the medical corps is now more than a 


| million ahead of the game. The first con- 


clusion at which we arrive is that the 
medical profession is fully meeting the 
call of patriotism. . |

Of the men who do civil practice prob- 
ably one-eighth are now or soon will 
be away from their practices. A short 
time back alarming stories of the fear- 
ful death rate among physicians at the 
front were going the rounds. These 
stories have been denied. The truth ap- 
pears to be that men in the medical 
corps, stretcher bearers, ambulance men, 
and first aid men have a slightly higher 
casualty rate than men in the battle 
lines. a 

Medical officers have a slightly higher 
casualty rate than other officers. This 


is due to the fact that long range arms 


reach what formerly were zones of rela- 
tive safety, there are no truces for gath- 
ering in the wounded, and the work of 
the medical corps necessitates frequent 
exposure. But in neither case is the 
disproportion material: privates in the 
medical corps are subject to about the 
same degree of hazard as other privates 
and officers of this corps to about the 
same degree of hazard as other officers. 

The alarmists’ statements probably 
grew out of the fact that every country 
in Europe is short of physicians and 
has been for years. The war only 
served to make manifest a condition that 
had existed for years. If an army re- 
quires one doctor for -ach 142 men and 
there is only one d or for every 666 
men in civil life, and if one-eighth of 
this insufficient supply have already 
gone or shortly will be gone to the war, 
what is to become of the civilian popu- 
lation?

2,500,000 the civil population can get 
along fairly well. The needed adjust- 
ments can be made without great dis- 
arrangement. The most serious of all 
the disarrangement has just been 
bridged over. Most of the service in 
hospitals is rendered by internes. Most 
of the internes are peculiarly subject 
to draft, being young, of sound Dhys- 
iques, and having no families to support. 
To draft suddenly the full complement 
of eligibles from the hospitals would 
seriously cripple their work. 


President Wilson stepped into the 
breach, and, exercising authority grant- 
ed him, ruled that drafted internes 
could be held on reserve and ullowed to 
complete their services. It is not likely 
that so serious a disarrangement of 
society will threaten in any other field. 
To maintain the number of physicians 
at 1.500.000 it is necessary that the 
number of medical students should re- 
main about 10,000. | 

The casualty rates among physicians in 
military service will make it necessary to 
have more than 10,000 medical students 
if the number of physicians is not to 
be diminished. Of the 10,000 students 
more than 8,000 are subject to draf: 
They are of draft age, of good physiques, 
and without family dependents. 

Here, too, President Wilson stepped 
into the breach and decreed that seo 
ond, third, and fourth year medical 
students would not be taken by the 
draft. So far as we can see it would 
have been safe to have limited the ex- 
emptions to those due to graduate in 
1918 and 1919. 

It the war should prove severe for 
us and if it should last beyond the fall 
of 1918 we will begin to feel something 
of the shortage of physicians that is 
proving so disastrous in some of the Eu- 
ropean countries. Not even the action of 
the president will prove sufficient to 
ward off that disaster. 


„ 


At this point let me interpolate that 
dentistry is a specialty in medicine. 
There is always a shortage of dentists. 
One objection urged to the educational 
propaganda for dental inspection of 
school children is that there are not 
enough dentists to put in order all of

The number of dentists required to 


There is certain to be a shortage of 
dentists. President Wilson might well 


extend his ruling so as to make it cover 


students at present in dental colleges. 

In view of the threatened shortage 
of medical men, it is well to consider 
what society will do about it. At a 
meeting of the general medical board 
of the advisory council of defense, heid 
in Washington in the early spring, Maj, 
Owen reported that the practice of medi- 
cine in France had been nationalized. 
Every physician in France was in the 
employ of the state. Some were caring 
for the military forces and the remain- 
der were caring for the civil population. 

France had been slower than any na- 
tion in northwestern Europe in adopt- 
ing the medical care of its people after 
the general plan adopted in Germany 
about 1880, but, under the stress of war, 
that nation has gone much further than 
any nation had ever gone in times of 
peace. 

France was so completely drawn into 
the conflict that it was apparent that 
the only way of meeting the medical 
emergency Was such an organization of 


medical efforts and resources as would’ 


attain the highest possible efficiency. 
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Does the experience of France throw 
any light upon our situation? Our army 
needs one physician for every 143 sol- 
diers. Long observation and careful 
consideration of the results in maintain- 
ing not only the health but also the 
efficiency of fighting men has proven 
that 1 to 143 is the proper ratia. Why 
is it, then, that in civil life there is 
only one physician to every 666 persons? 

In the civil population there are babies, 
old people, and women—three groups— 
who require more than the average 
amount of medical attention. Reason- 
ing from the standards required in the 
army, we would expect that the civilian 
population would require not less than 
one physitian to every 100 people. That 
would mean 1,000,000 physicians instead 
of the 150,000 now practicing. 

There is no question but that the peo- 
ple must have more medical service than 
they are now having. Every health sur- 
vey made in any part of the country 
has shown that less than half ot the 
correctable disabilities and disorders are 
being corrected. There are not physi- 
cians enough to render all the medical 
service which efficiency demands should 
be rendered, but there are enough to 
do much more than is being done. 

The lack of organization of medical 
service, the individualistic basis on 
which most medical service is, and the 
cost of worth while medical service is 
so great that no great improvement will 
be made without some such fundamental 
change as has taken place in France. 
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My third point is that when society 
reorganizes after this war there will be 


a material change in medical service. |, 


The number of men trained in preventive 
medicine is very small, There are very 
few schools for training such men and 
those that are in existence are poorly 
attended. When this war is over there 
will be an large body of men trained in 
preventive medicine? It will include the 
medical officers of the present regular 
army and navy and public health service, 
the medical officers of what we think 
of as the state militia, these 16,000 
medical recruits who are about entering 
the service, the thousands who are 
now ‘serving in various capacities in 
France, Belgium, 
Italy, Serbia, and Roumania, besides 
the present state and municipal health 
officers. . 

There will be a different public senti- 
ment as to preventive medicine. The 
several million returned soldiers and 
their families will leaven the mass. It is 
incomprehensible that when an army in 
the fleld has been without typhoid fever 
and smallpox that these diseases should 
be allowed to persist in civil communi- 
ties. 

My fourth point is that public health 
work will become much better done 
after the war. Health departments will 
be as well supported as police and fire 
departments now are. 7

8. H. finds difficulties with the pro- 
nunciation of American r. This is an 
extremely difficult sound for purely imi- 
tative production, but one of the easiest 
to form if the peculiar American articu- 
lation is known. The tip of the tongue 
must be raised and inverted towards 
the hard palate, a small distance behind 
the upper gums. [British articulation 
of r“ is quite different.] For one who 


can pronounce voiced th [as in there]. 


this is the most convenient way to learn 
American r. Pronounce th; slowly 
move the tip of the tongue upwards and 
backwards [inverting it slightly] until 
it touches the hard palate. In that mo- 
ment your th will have changed to r. 
It might be added that the great ma- 
jority of American speakers round their 
lips when pronouncing r. 

“It seems rather probable that your 
correspondent, in his German, pro- 
nounces uvular r [produced by vibrating 
the uvula], since those Germans who 
pronounce tongue tip r generally ‘are 
able without much help to find the cor- 
rect American pronunciatian.

Rock Island, III., Sept. 26.—[Editor of 
The Tribune. I- The Americans of north 
European descent seem to be under a 
cloud of suspicion. Our loyalty is ques- 
tioned in certain quarters. To these 
questionings and doubts our answer is:

Road Projects 


OMPLETE, unbroken pavement 
over the entire length of the Dixie 
highway in lilincis by November, 
1918, is now declared to be a vir- 

tual certainty. This has been brought 
about within the last few days by ac- 
tion of the authorities in counties south 
of Chicago, all of which have now 
appropriated the funds necessary to 
meet the federal and state aid allot- 
ments assigned recently to be spent on 
this route. ; | 

With the paving of the Lincoln high- 
way across the state also assured, as 
indicated recently in these columns, this 
means that Illinois is to have 243 miles 
of the trunk line highways most needed 
by motorists as soon as the physical 
work of completing the two undertak- 
ings can be accomplished. Which, it 
may be submitted, is considerabie prog- 
rese for a commonwealth generally re- 


puted to be sadly behind the times in 


the matter of road improvement. 
Careful estimates, made by the state 
highway department, have fixed the cost 
of surfacing the trails, and every dollar 
of the needed money is now in hand.

O the motorist who, in bis sum- 
mer’s driving about this section 
of the country, hes tried nearly 
all of the old standby tours, the 
circle trip outlined herewith is recom- 
mended. The itinerary is not laid out 
with the idea of necessarily gtving the 
shortest routes from place to place, but 
ie designed to take the tourist through 
attractive and interesting country and

The tour totals 128.7 miles—just about

The opifion was expressed that 
if the necessary amount of steel could 


érnnmient the result would be the renewal 
of building operations on a large scale, 
but, as a member of one of the leading 
firm of architects said: “The impres- 
sion in the trade is that manufacturers 
will not be able to, or will refuse to, sup- 
ply individual needs at the price fixed 
by the government. Local agents of 
manufacturers, when approached re- 
garding the situation, almost invariably 
say they will refer the matter to the 
main offieé, and decline to commit them- 
selves. From the main office nothing 
definite is given out, so that the im- 
pression prevails that individual needs 
are not likely to be met, particularly at 
the figures fixed by the government. If 
the necessary amount of steel could be 
secured at these figures there is little 
daubt there would be a sharp increase 
in building operations. As it is, the 
outlook is anything but encouraging. 
the tendency on the part of prospective 
} builders being to wait for the coming of 
peace. which is expected to bring with 
jf a Sharp decrease in the cost of ma- 
terials.”
